Lionpon, February 12.—The Reform League's
apep-alr demonsteniion whioh was made in this
<ity yesterdny (Monday), the 11th instant, was
& grand success 1 the shupe of a moral foree
displav, and a very unmistakable expression of
1be fecling of the workingmen and middle olasses
with respaot to the veoessity of an extension
of the franchise by Parliament and the Crown.

There were twonty thousund persons in the
procession. The streets through which they
marched were lined with at least two hundred
thousand speciators, most of whom had turned
out from sympathy, sad to evinee their feeling
with the men.

One handred picked men acting as pioneers,
dnlled as cavaleymen, headed the line, and the
very best order was malfitamed during the
march, with the exgeption o1 the ocourrence of
afew cnses of “bonueting,” and throwing of
gtones by some “‘roughs.”

The day wug bright, and, with & clear sun
shiuing above, waa in pleasing and stziking con-
trast as regurded the weather to that in which
the Queen rode in roynl =tate from Buckingham
Polace to Westminster to open the Parlisment,

The whole populatios of Loudon appeared to
be out of doors during the day. There were
flugs and banners displayed on all sldes tarough
the city, and the United States, French, nnd
Itelian pational flags were borne aloft in the
pmcmsmn&y the reformers,

I obséryod also in the line a picture of the
American yacht Henriotta,

The bands of the Loaguers played “*Yankee
Yoodle,” the “Marseiliais,” old **John Brown,”
“Marching Along,” and the ‘Garibaldi Hymn,"

The Prince of Wales and Prince Alfred were
in the coity, and observed the display, appa-
rently with attention, from the United Service
Olub House. The princes were seen and recog-
nized, but thelr presence dld not eliclt & cheer,

Whea the procession reached to opposite the
official residence of the United States Minister
there was a gplendld oflering, indeed ovation,to
the spirit and working of the American Consti-
tution. Opposite.to the bouse evary man tock
off his hat in salute, snd nine desfening cheers
were given for the American Union.

Loxwon, February 11,—~The House of Com-
mons was crowded with members and visitors
to the galleries this evening, all anxious to hear
the Parlismentury programme ot the Derby Gov-
ernment officially explained.

The Prince of Wales. Prince Alfred, the Duke
of Cambridge, the Prince Von Teck, son-in-law
of the Queen, Barl Russell, and many other dis-
tinguished personages, were present when the
Spenker took the chalr,

The Righe Hon. Benjamin Disraeli, Chancel-
lor of the Exchequer, rose and delivered a
lengthy historical speech, or essay, on the sub-
ject of British reform and the British Constito-
tion., The address manifested a few—only n
few—flashes of his usual spirit, when denounc-
ing Goldwin Bmith a3 a “*wild man,” and ironi-
cnﬁy defending Earl Russell, Towards the close
of his speech he said the Government would
introduce & series of resolutions in the House,
framed 50 a8 to test the tense of Parliament on
the gubject before presenting u reform bill, He
fixed the 25th of February in=ant as the day
for affering these resolutions, which are re-

ed as vague and unsatisfaclory.

Mr, Gladstone rose in reply. He made a few
commonplace remarks, and neecepted the Gov-
ernment plan, but protested arainst the delay
in submitting the bill.

The Fenlap Alarm in Parliament—Ir-
ruption of Fourteen Hundred Ralders
on Chester —The Commander-ln-Chlef
Leaves the House and Hurrles to Horse
Guards, Ete,

During the progress of the dehate the House
was startled by a report that the Fenians had
turned out and taken the city of Chester, on the
river Dee, about sixtesn miles south-southeast
of Liverpool. The Duke of Cambridge, Com-
mander-in-Chief of the English army, quitted
the House hastily nod hurried to the War Oflice
at Horse Guards. '

The despatches from Chester state that four-
teen hungﬂ strangers nad arrived there sud-
denly on Monday evening from Liverpool and
Mauchester, somownat in the style of the Fenian
raiders on Canada, There was very great
alarm produced by this movement in the town.
The volunteers and police were called to arms
and organized.

No outbreak took place, vor has any yet
occurred, The point of attack was feared to
be on the Castle of Chesler and the troops
stationed in it. The castle contains a very fine
army, and has about thirty thousand stand of

PUCILISM.

Prize Fight Batwesn Holater and War-
burton for $1000-—-Holster the Winmer
—8ix Romnds in Ten Minutes, Kte,

A prize fight came off yesterday morning at
Naugatuck Junction, Connecticut, between
Horatte Bolster, of that State, nnd Willlam War-
burton, of England, which was & bloodless
affiur, the fight being won by Bolster in six
rounds, which ocoupled ten minutes, by receiy-
ing n foul blow from his opponent, the bellige-
rents leaving the ring withoul a mark. A more
uninteresting or uueatisfactory affair to the
jovers of the fistic art was never witnessed, and
all who were nt the trysting place returned
home disggugted with the whole proceedings,

THR MEN,

Horatlo Bolster, the winner of the fight, iz a
native of Waterbury, Connecticut, and s in his
twentyfifth year, He has appeared twice before
in the prize ring—the first time with Bam
Collyer, the cinmpion of the light welghts, in
which contest forty-nine rounds were fought in
fifty-nine minutes. Losing that ficht he was
soon afterwards matched ngainet Mike Carr, and
again, atter fghting twenty-four round# in
'llll]rl_\' minutes, he was compelled to lower s
colors.

Afterwards he bhad s glove-fight with Larry
Healey, of Providence, which wus an alfuir ol
no importance, further than it led to the pre-
gent mateh, and by an accident Bolster has
been suceesstal in seoring hs first victory
the roped arena, Bolster atuributes his defeats
with Collyer and Carr to the breaking of his
hands in each enconnter; bot that is hix opinion
only, tor no one believes that he could ever
Ypet awany” with such o tough little customer
as the pregent champion. Previous to Bolater’s
appearance in the prize-ring he was a soldier in
the bBth Connectiont Reglment, and, serving
three yenrs, was honorably discharged. He is
five feat gix inches in helght, ind welghed yes-
terday, previous to enfering the ring, ove bun-
dred and twenty-six pounds only,

By some bad management on the part of his
trainer, who administered a black draught o
few dnys ago, he fell away in weizght twelve
pounds, and was 8o feeble when he entered the
ring, with his body covered with plasters, that
he seemed more like a subject for the hospital
than an eepirant for pugilistic honors, e
traoined for the present ftight at Lord's West
Rock Hotel, Westyille, near New Maven, under
the mentorship of John Hopking and Buatt
Riley, the latter putling ou the finishing
touches,

Willlam Warburton i a native of Sheffield,
Englanag, Is tmrty-two years of age, tive feel
wiglit inches in helght, and weighed in the ring
about one hundred and sixty pounds, This was
hig first appesarance in the ring in this country,
and it ie likely to be his lust, for backers for
another trial will be difficult to find, He says
thnt e fought twice in the old country; but as
there 18 no record of the snme in **Fistians,” we
opive they were simple *‘turns-up” and un-
worthy of record. He is n large, soft, flabby
tellow, with little knowledee of the art of self-
defense, and will never make a fighter, He was
trained by Larry Healey, at the Echo, Congress
avenue, New Haven.

DOING THREIR TOILETS.

The seconds of the men then began to sirip
the pugilists of their ordinary slothing and
dress them in thewr fichting costume. which
congisted of white knee breechbes and stockings,
with lnced boots, which covered the avkles, the
soles of the boots heing studded with spikes
about three-eighths of an inch long, to prevent
the fighters from shpping on the grass while
moving about in thecontest, They also wore their
colors aronnd their waists,

THE PIGHT.

Round 1.—At thirteen minutes past 10o0'clock
tirne was ealled, and the men, looking couddent,
rose from their seconds' knees, and advanced to
the serateh, rwbbing their hands as they ad-
vanced, The contrast in size between the pugl.
lista was very marked, Warburton standing
pearly three inches higoer than ‘Bolster, and
weighing over thirty pounds heavier, the latter
appearing very much emaciated, and his body
was nearly covered with plasters, Warburton's
flesh uppesred very soit, and there was & great
deal of unnecessary fat on his body and face,

They ware not long, however, in getting to-
gether, Warburton commeneing operations by

lanting & light lefi-hander on Bolster’s nose,
!Il‘he lutter returned, but was short, though a
second sttempt landed bis left on the meht jaw
of the Englishman, Quick exchanges then fol-
lowed, Bolater getting in a good shot behind the
lett ear of Warburton, and the latier putting in
two right-banders, one on the forebead and the
other on the left ¥ibs, but neither of the blows
seemed to have much power, )

Round 2.—0n the sppesrance of the men at
the seratch Warburton had the marks ol Bol-
ster’s tist on his neck, behind the left ear, but
the latter appeared unscathed. They were
promptly at work, Warburton sending his left
il the noee, but was short a tew inches, and he
got a smack on the left side of his head fu re-
torn. Warburton then sent his right at the
beud, and Janded a pretty good one on the spot
intended. Bolster planted hls right on the left
ribg, and in going down was hit by his adversary
below the belt, which was observed by the
referee, but allowed Lo puss,

Round 3.—The fighters were quickly at the
mark after the call of time, and when they got
within striking distance they both let iy,
Bolster reaching the breast and stopping War-
purton’s return, which was simed at his head,
A rally ensued, and Warburton got in one with
his left on the forehead of Bolster und another
on the temple, but neither bad force, Bolster
went down after launching out his left and hit-
ting Warburten's arm,

Round 4.—Both men weére now puffing, show.
ing the want of conditlon; but they were soon
atwork firing away, without doing any execu-
tion, Warburton struck at Bolster's iace, the
latter parrying the blow neatly., Bolster then
gtruck out short with his left haud twice, and
missed both blows. Warburton then missed
with his left, but geiting gloser, planted two
right-handers on the forehend of Bolster, and
then getting to balf-arm work, Bolster on the
body snd Warburton on the head, both went
down. There were a number of blows passed
in this round, but none of them made n mark.
Kit Burns claimed ficst blood for Warburton;
but none waa visible on elther party, sud the
claim was not al'owed,

Round 6.—They were quickly at the soratch,
and got at it at once, Bolster getting his lafv
hand on Warburton's forchend, and the Ene-
lighman plantiog his right high up on Bolster's
head, which was receipted for by a right-hindar
from Bolster ou the left ribs, when they had a
hurmless rally, and Bolster, as usual, went
down.

Rounrd 8 and Last.—Warbhurton landed his lefv
on Bolster's neck, and in on the body, and
the latter misged two well intended laft-hand-
ers at Warburton's head, The latter rushed
wildly at Bolster, and the latter retraatine, re-
celved a right-hauder on the hip, and fallmg,

ot another on the back of the head while on
ﬁiu knees, Foul war immediately claimed b
Boliter.s second, Butt Biley, ¢nd sllowed. Bol-
ater wus then declared the winner of the fight,
which lasted but ten miputes.

A ROUGH AND TUMBLE PIGHT.

After the fight botween Bolster and Wirbur-
ton, Billy Arnold of Derby, and Jim Breen, of
Providence, had a rough and tumble fight about
some stake money, ey fought for about fif-
teen minutes, and were terribly mutilated,
when they left off from sheer exhaustion.

GLACIERS IN THE TROPICS.

Lecture by Prefessor Agansiz.

The third in the course of scientific lectures
now bemg delivered at the Cooper Institute, by
Professor Louie Aunsslr.' camae off last evening
in_the presence of s large and appreciatiive
sidwence. His subject was, **The Ancient
Glaciein in the Tropice.”

Previous to the Professor making his appenr-
ance, & membenof the Association for the Ad-
vancement of Beience and Art read a enticlim,
which appeared w one of the evenlng papers
in reference to seserving seats lor “‘schoo
children, banishing their elders to remote por-
tlous of the hall,” The gentleman made an
explanation which was received by the audence
s shtislnctory,

Dr. Griscom introduced Professor Agnssiz,
who procecded to say that he omitied to state

[ In his Inst lecture that the valley ol the Ama-

yon was easily nopessible, for steamers left New
York for that place once a month, He aldo
stated that it would be interesiing for those who
contempluted commercial relations with Brazil,
especially in the yvalley of the Amazon, that sl
the epices of the East—pepper, cloves, nuimeg,
csmphor and the Lke—have been cultivatea
there, and might be cultivated to such advan-
tage that they could, under gkilful manseement,
shure the benotite of the commeree which is
now exclusively lp the bands ol European na.

Polar region, Whether theére was open wuler
under the eguator? So far, he believed, did
the evidence go, and so extensive, he wius sutis.
tied, had the chunges of temperature upon the
surface of our globe been,

What are glaciers? An acoumulation of snow
and fce gradually pasting from a more snowy
condition mto a more 1oy condition, and in tue
woeees of 1his chunge descending from the

eights where snow falls into the reglon where
the snow und fce melt every summer. In their
@ppenrance they present unusuasl beauty. We
bud no glacier regiong on the eastern side of
this continent: there were glaciers in the Rocky
Mounteins nlong the whole range of high sum-
mits, which extends to the southern extremity
of Sputh Amerioa, varying in helght,

The lecturer proceeded at length te give a
degcription of the formation of glaciers and the
gluciers of the Alps, Tke lmmence 1ccherys
which were secn on the Atlantic were not 1rozen
sen water, but glacier ice broken loose from the
masser to which they were attached and then
floated away., He called _their attention to the

transparency ol the itoe to heat, ag it had an |

important bearing upon khis subject, and ox-
plained, by means of the blackboard, the effects
of glaciers upon the ocean and the land. In
order to huve a proper idea of what a glacier
was, it must be sren. under all possible condi-
tions of the atmosphere.

The Professor then desgeribed pecaliar phe-
nomens respecting the glacier, which would be
almost unintellimble unless accompanied by
the geographical map which he dréew on the
blackboard. No glucler was & stationary mass
of jce, but w moving mass, which moved at n
given rate, which was proportionate to the bulk
ofice. He had been uunder glaclers and saw

ieces ol rocks imdenting the ice, which fell
rom the mountalns, The Protessor demons
strated that at one ime the whole suriace of
Switzerlund was covered with glaciers; so of

Eugasi, and He La0ad aYke. Of Siaoicn Over ] this weulk, divested of the objections to the

the whole of North America down to the lati-
tude of thirty-two degrees, at Charleston, South
Carolina.

I'rom this he deduced the great fact that the
climath of the earili bad undergone stupendous
changes, There were wlaciers which moved
upon even ground southward, and that fact was
now clearly established, He was satisfied that
there were glociers in Maine six thousand feet
in thickness, and that snow fell upon this contl-
nent fifteen thousand feet thick, The earth was
at one time cool enough to allow the accumulu-
tion of ice within the tropics. In the peighbor-

hood of Rlo Janeiro he saw nnmistakable signs |

of former glacler action, and after viziting the
valley of the Amazon he was satistied that once
the whole of that valley was occupied by stupen-
dous glaciers coming down from the Aundes and
thie region of the Atlautic.

All the loose materials which now formed the
boitom ol the valley of the Amnzon were mate-
rinls which had been ground by the ice, had
scattered evenly over the whole of that land ia
the sume manuer g8 the valley of the Rhine was
now oceupied by mud and clay which were
once ground in the Alps. In conclusion, the
Professor said that he was convinced, from his
investigntions, that the bay of Massachusetts,
Lopg l<land Sound, and all the bavs of onr
great rivers were once filled with looge mnte-
risls of this immense sheet of ice adyancing
towards the ocean.—N, Y. Herald,

COLORADO.

Important Letter from the Hon, J, M,
Ashley.

WasmmxoeroN, February 12.—The Hon, James
M, Ashley, of Ohio, Chairman of the House
Committee on Territories, has addressed the
following letter to the Houn. B. F., Wade, Chair-
man of the Benate Committee on Territorios,
with refersnce lo the admission of Colorado:—

Hovse orF Reprmspxtavives, Febrasry 11,
16867, —~Dear Sir:—I herewith enclose a certified
copy of the amondment to the bill lor the md-
misslon of Colorado into the Union, as originally
offered by me in the House of Hepresentatives,
and adopted by that body, I do this to eorrect
a misapprehension which I learn existe as to the
ongin and nature of the difference between it
and the amendment to the Nebraska bill. This
misapprebension doubtless originated in the
incorrect report of the amendment and my re-
marks in the Daiy Giobe.

When offering the smendment I remarked
thut it was “‘substantialiy” the ssme a8 the one
ndopted by the House, und Incorporated with
the Nebraska bill. A correct report will be
found in the procwedings of the House of Repre-
sentatives on the 16th of January ull, in Con-
gressional Globe, page 48l. By comparing the
smendwent offered by me with the amendment
to the Nebraska bill, page 480, it will b seen
that the *fundamental econdilton” is the sume,
and that in both cases the ratification is referred
to the SBwte Legislature, The differences nre
simply these:—In the case of Nebraskas the Ter-
ritorin]l Governor is anuthorized 1o call the Btate
Legislature together within thirty days, to act
on 4he ratification of the fundamental condition
©! admisslion,

In that ot Colorado, the Governor elect of
gald Btate is anthorized to call rogether the
Logislature elected under the Constitution
withinisixty days, to ratily the proposed funds-
mentsl conditions. While the amendment to
the Nebraska bill was under discussion, a cou-
ference was bad with the author of that amend-
ment and several members, as to the propriety
of these changes, to which no objection was
made, The fmends of Colorado thought that
the Gowr%n:;r elect of the Stgm: al lenst in Lh“
case, was the more approp rson to on
the Mtate Legislature tmthd.pu: their terri-
torinl Governor, who was to be superseded in
office in case of favorable sction, was known to
be openly hostile to the admission of the State,
And as the Seate Lezwslature counld only be valld
as such when the sctol Congress took effect h{
the ratification of the Pmmd fundaments
condition, it was t ht more proper to desle-
nite it as the ature elogted under sald
Btate Constitution,

This language was also designed to recognise
the existence of that body., and remove any
doubt on the question of its validity. This was
believed to be proper, a8 no provision of the
Btate Constitution eould be operative to ereate
or limit the terms ol office, until the act of Con-

resa ratifying 1t should take effect. This I8 tho
glsliture whioh was eleoted b{ the people to
be such upon the admission of the State into
tbhe Union. This view of the case ls austained
hv the Bupreme Court of the Sinte of Kansna, in
the case of Orawford against Robinson, The
difference in the tlme sllowed for convening
the Legielatures in the two cases i& obviously
proper, becaure of the Fremnr remateness of
Colorado from the capital,
Respeotfnlly vours, J. M. AsuLey.
